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. International concern. 

A third direct benefit to the PLO 
. Is improvement in Its relations with 
Iraq. By placing bets on both aides 
to -the conflict, the PLO hopes to 
secure its position, no matter which 
side emerges as dominant. 

In warning the PLO not to get in* 
voived, Assad is reported to have 
threatened Arafat that he might end 
his peace-keeping role in Lebanon 
and lift restrictions the Syrian army 
has placed on the Fhalangists there. 
This would force the PLO to concen- 
trate on defending its position In 
Lebanon, distracting it from action

Arafat has therefore ordered the 
effort to mobilize Third World 
nations at the UN to continue 
Without publicity. Iraq has at least 
five times called for a cease-fire, 
but without success. 

■ In a move which underlined 
differences in the top echelons of the 
PLO, Arafat's second in command. 
Salah Khalaf (Abu Iyad), yesterday 
claimed in an Interview that the 
Palestinian movement would forge 
ahead in its mediation efforts, ac- 
cording to a UPI report. 

Khalaf, who broke openly with 
Arafat over the latter's order to 
cease operation against Zionist ob- 
jectives outside Israel, told the

Baghdad hit, but Iraq drive continues 


BAGHDAD. — Iranian fighter 
bombers struck targets on the 
fringe of Baghdad yesterday while 
Iraqi forces in the south continued 
their drive towards key Iranian oil 
centres. 

Iranian Phantoms skimmed into 
the heavily-defended airspace over 
the Iraqi capital before noon and 
bombed an area south of the Dora 
refinery, drawing heavy fire from 
anti-aircraft guns and surface-to- 
air missiles. Two columns of thick 
black smoke billowed from the area 
acid' fire engines, sirens wailing, 
raced to the scene. 

The air strlkeiwas the first on the 
capital since October 4. 

Reports from the south said Iraqi 
troops And armour were con- 
solidating their positions north of 
Abadan, the Iranian oil centre 
which in peace time supplies about 
two-thirds of Iran's petroleum 
products. 

Abadan, with Its giant refinery, 
would be an important prise, and 
possibly a major bargaining 


counter in any future negotiations. 

A Baghdad communique said 
Iraqi Infantry and armour "expand- 
ed areas of control” to the east and 
south of the Karun River in an ad- 
vance on Abadan, claiming 67 Ira- 
nian sollders killed and 92 wounded 
in 12 hours of action from Monday 
night until yesterday morning. 

The river was the natural defence 
barrier of Abadan as was the vital 
commercial port of Khoramshahr, 
IS kmi north of Abadan. 
Khoramshahr ‘a northern sector and 
its harbour have been captured by 
the Iraqis, according to eyewitness 
reports by Western reporters. But 
diehard Islamic Revolutionary 
Guards still arc holding out in the 
rest of the city to the east and south 
of Karun. 

Dispatches from Western 
reporters on the scene show the 
Iraqis have cut off the main railway 
and. highway that link 
Khoramshahr and Abadan with 
Ahvaz, the capital of the oil 


Knesset committee to examine 
practices of local authorities

The Knesset State Control Com- 
mittee yesterday decided to ex- 
amine In depth the entire system 
whereby State funds are channelled 
via local authorities to institutions 
outside their geographical ares and 
with which they have no direct con- 
nection. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg has 
already agreed to report to the com- 
mittee, probably at the beginning of 
next month. 

The committee decided yesterday 
to invite Finance Minister Ylgael 
Hurvltz, but it was unclear whether 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer had also been Invited to 
appear. 

The matter came up yesterday in 
the committee session when the 
NRP’s Avraham Melamed asked 
chairman Shmuel Toledano why he 
told a radio interviewer that the 
committee would probe grants to 
religious Institutions channelled 
through local authorities by the 
Interior Ministry. 


* Melamed spoke vaguely about 
Arab dignitaries in the past having 
complained to the NRP about ine- 
quitable financial transfers to Arab 
lmstitutions. 

Melamed said that it had always 
been the practice in Israel for 
“irrelevant Ministries and irrele- 
vant local authorities to give funds 
to irrelevant institutions. in Irrele- 
vant places." 

Melamed said that “universities, 
schools, museums, theatres, 
cultural centres, sports fields, youth 
centres, children's homes and other 
institutions" had all been establish- 
ed under this time-honoured 
system. He said the system had 
been used by the Ministries of 
Defence, Transport, Labour and 
Agriculture, among others. 

Recalling that he had been a 
member of the sub-committee 
which approved the Budget for the 
past n years, and therefore knew 
the way the system was' applied, 
Melamed claimed that the NRP had 


always fought the system. The NRP 
only got five per cent of the funds 
granted to such institutions 
although one third of the population 
is religious,'' Melamed complained. 

Toledano told the Committee that 
he intended to examine “grants to 
religious and other institutions’* and 
he was not the type to campaign on 
anti-religious issues as a matter of 
principle. 

Toledano said that he kept to 
himself for two months certain In- 
formation about the abuses of the 
indirect grants system and only 
went public after the Interior 
Ministry declined to take the matter 
seriously. 

State Comptroller Dr. Ernst 
Nebenzahl, who was present at the 
session, took the opportunity to 
deny a newspaper report quoting an 
allegation by a Netivot councilman 
that Nebenzahl gave his approval to 
the indirect grants, and showed the 
passage in his report calling it “an 
illegal practice." 


Bill to ensure consumers rights

Truth in advertising and a variety 
of other provisions designed to pre- 
vent the consumer from being mis- 
led by dealers are important 
features of the Consumer Protec- 
tion Bill, which passed its first 
reading in the Knesset last night. 

Industry and Trade Minister Gi- 
deon Patt, who presented the bill, 
conceded that it was long overdue. 
It 1s learned that Gad Ya'acobi, 
chairman of the Economic Com- 
mittee, to which the bill was 
referred, has promised Patt that the 
Mil will be taken up very quickly. 

The bill calls for the appointment 
of a -consumer protection chief, who 
will have broad powers enabling 
him to oversee implementation of 
the law. He would also be authoriz- 
ed to act on any matter requiring 
consumer protection that does not 
come under the . aegis of another 
ministry or authority. 

Patt said that while the aim of the 
bill is to protect the consumer, it 
would also serve to protect honest 
businessmen from unfair competi- 
. Uon. 

The bill applies to all consumer 
transactions with the exception of 
banking, which is the subject of a 
separate draft law now in prepara- 
tion. It covers the sale of flats, of 
.foodstuffs and other products, and 
the provision of services, such as 
labour and insurance. 


What is unique In the bill, Patt 
. said, is that actions or omissions on 
the part of the dealer that ordinarily 
would not constitute illegal mis- 
leading' of the buyer henceforth 
would be so regarded. 

In addition, the bill makes It 
easier for the consumer who has 
been misled to seek redress, and it 
even provides for the cancellation of 
agreements in which the consumer 
has been misled. 

Responsibility for. misleading the 
consumer does not fall on the seller 
alone (or on the supplier of ser- 
vices), but also on the manufac- 
turer, the packager, and the adver- 
tiser. 

Dealers can be required to prove 
the truth of their advertising 
claims. 

It Is forbidden under the bill to ex- 
ploit the consumer’s financial 
straits, his intellectual or physical 
limitations, his ignorance of the 
language, or his Inexperience In 
business dealings. 

The dealer Is required to reveal 
any substantive defect In the Item 
being sold, or any of Its features 
that require special care. If the 
price of an article has been reduced 
because of a defect, the dealer must 
note the fact. 

The bill empowers the minister to 
require the seller of products to be 
specified (mainly consumer 
products paid for In installments) to 


state the actual interest the buyer Is 
paying, and any other additions to 
the price. 

When a shop runs a special sale, 
such as at the end of the season, the 
bill requires that the items included 
in the sale be displayed separately 
from those that are not, and that the 
pre-sale prices be prominently dis- 
played. 

Following are some of the paints 
made In the debate: 

• Moshe Shahal (Alignment): In 
the food Industry, there is no free 
competition. Hidden cartels coor- 
dinate price increases, and circum- 
vent the Anti-Cartel Law. 

• Esther Herlitz (Alignment) : Hie 
bill should be strengthened by mak- 
ing provision for “class actions” 
against illegal transactions, rather 
than require each consumer to sue 
on his own. 

■ Shlorao Gross (Agudat Y Israel): 
The ministry and consumer 
organizations should see to it that 
the prices, at least of essential com- 
modities, be publicized daily. 
Housewives now flounder in a sea of 
confusion. 

> Gideon Hausner (Independent 
Liberals): Consumers should also 
be protected against the periodic 
demand of suppliers for an Increase 
in the deposit on such items as gas 
baboons, on the grounds that the 
price of the product has risen. 
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MOSCOW (UPI). — Twenty-nipe 
Jewish families living on a collec- 
tive farm said they are being 
treated like serfs by the authorities, 
who will not allow them to leave. 

■ Five of the families sent an open 
letter, made available to Western 
journalists yesterday, to a meeting 
of the International Cooperative 
Alliance in Moscow, appealing for 
-help to leave the kolkhoz. 

Voluntary membership is the 
basic principle of collective farms, 
said the letter from Inhabitants of 


the Rossiya- kolkhoz In southern 
Russia, between the Volga and Don 
rivers. 

The village was founded In the 
16th century during the reign of 
Czar Ivan the Terrible, who exiled 
10 Jewish families to the area. To- 
day about 1,000 people live in the 
village. 

The families trying to leave want 
eventually to go to Israel, but their 
appeal for the moment is simply to 
get off the farm. 


“When members of the Rossiya 
kolkhoz first applied to leave, 14 
families were given the necessary 
papers. Then suddenly the visas 
dried up." said one member. 

Since then, four families, con- 
sisting of 34 people, have been living 
In a no-man’s land on the perimeter 
of the kolkhoz. They refuse to work 
on the farm and so are no longer 
eligible for the communal facilities. 
They live off what they can produce 
in their private garden plots.

WASHINGTON. — U.S. of- 
ficials still maintained yester- 
day that Israel had made (im- 
portant concessions in the 
autonomy negotiations which 
opened here yesterday. But 
critics of the administration 
claimed that it was deliberate- 
ly presenting the Israeli stance 
in a positive light to help Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's election 
campaign. - 

U.S. chief negotiator Sol Linowitz 
promised lost night to present today 
a new American document con- 
taining the latest U.S. positions, 
comments and objections relating 
to the progress of the autonomy 
talks. 

Linowitz noted that he had en- 
countered far more agreement 
between the sides than he had 
previously imagined would be the 
case. All participating were the 
heads of the Israeli and Egyptian 
teams. Interior Minister Yosef Burg 
and Foreign Minister Kamal 
Hass an All. 

The focus of yesterday's 
negotiations was on the U.S. -drafted 
memorandum of understanding 
which Linowitz had submitted to 
Israel and Egypt early last month 
during a visit to the Middle East. 

U.S. officials in the past two days 
have been telling reporters that the 
Israeli response to the U.S. docu- 
ment contained some new and unex- 
pected concessions, especially on 
the Sensitive matters of land, water 
and the authority of the proposed 
Palestinian self-governing authori- 
ty. 


Apparently wanting to defuse the 
talk of Israeli concessions. Burg 
later In the day went out of his way 
to Insist that the reports were not 
true. As he entered Blair House for 
the start of the negotiations, he 
stopped to tell Israeli reporters that 
he was “surprised" to see the . news 
reports. He refused to provide 
details, and simply described the 
Israeli proposals as "fair — but not 
what was published today." 

Burg was also quick to dispel the 
notion that he had come to 
Washington merely to prepare for 
the upcoming summit meeting 
. between Carter, Sadat ai_d Prime. 
Minister Begin. Egyptian officials 
have been insisting that this was the 
major purpose of the current three- 
way talks. 

But U.S. and Israeli sources con- 
. firmed that the Israeli document 
recognized that such difficult issues 
as land and water rights on the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip could be 
shared between Israel and the 
proposed self-governing authority. 

Hie latest autonomy proposals 
from Jerusalem, codified in- the 
Israeli document, had been signall- 
ed as early as last January when the 
negotiators were talking about 
three categories, or “baskets," of 
powers and responsibilities during 
the five-year transition period. The 
categories were those that would re- 
main under military government 
control, those that would revert to 
the self-governing authority and 
others that would be “shared" by 
Israel and the new Palestinian 
body. 

Israeli officials yesterday recall- 
ed that Israel at that time had

■■ “If Dr. Doron gives us a firm un- 
dertaking to. pay the sums due us 
within a very short time, we will 
call off the sanctions immediately. 
But if he cannot give this assurance, 
we will meet afterwards to decide 
on our future steps, which will 
probably mean Intensifying the 
sanctions.”

Although the Kupat Holim ad- 
missions wards were open and func- 
tioning, few patients turned up. Dr. 
Yitzhak Moor, deputy director- 
general of Beilinson Hospital, said 
that “most patients did not come, 
since as soon as they entered the 
hospital they saw a sign saying ‘ad- 
missions department closed.'" 

Dr. Dan Michael!, bead of Tel 
Aviv's municipal Ichllov Hospital, 
said that “we have absolutely no 
room in the surgical wards, and in 
another day or two we will not be 
able to accept any patients to the in- 
ternal medicine wards." , 

In an attempt to find ways to 
resolve Kupat Holim's financial 
problems, and particularly to deal 
with the sensitive issue of govern- 
ment aid to the sick fund, Doron and 
Mesbel met in Jerusalem yesterday

TEL AVIV. - Police are wrapping 
up their Investigation of alleged cor- 
ruption In the Ministry of Religious 
Affairs and are meeting with the 
Attorney-General and his staff to 
prepare indictments. 

Informed sources said -yesterday 
that the police may want another In- 
terrogation session with Religious 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira before any indictments 
are issued. 

Police reportedly want to clear up 
a number of questions left pending, 
as a result of the minister's early 
departure from an Interrogation 
session last week. 

After that session — the second 
held after police informed 
Abuhatzeira he was suspected of 
having broken the law — the 
minister said suspicions that he 
took bribes while he was Ramie 
mayor and as long as he has been a 
minister, were ''gossip and 
slander." 

Abuhatzeira said that be would 
agree to a third interrogation only if 
new topics were discussed. 

Sources close to the minister said 


yesterday that this condition still 
stands. 

Investigations chief Nitzav 
Ychczkel Carthy and fraud division 
head' Tat-Nitzav Benyamln Siegel 
met for four hours late Monday with 
Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
and his staff. 

Although no official statement 
was issued after the meeting, 
observers said the participants dis- 
cussed the preparation of in- 
dictments and a new appeal to 
Abuhatzeira • to agree to further 
questioning. 

Meanwhile, a local magistrate’s 
court yesterday freed Shmuel 
Daskel, a member of the Bnei Brak 
municipal council and a diamond 
merchant on IS5.000 bail. 

Daskel was arrested on October 6 
on suspicion of having given 
Abuhatzeira kickbacks in return for 
special funds made available to 
ultra-orthodox Vishnltz institutions 
via the Religious Affairs Ministry. 

Daskel is a member of a number 
of these institutions. 

Police did not object to his release 
on bail, but asked for and received a 
court order prohibiting Daskel from 
leaving the country. 


Pro-Israel Carter speech 


heckled by orthodox Jews Five Fatah members 


WASHINGTON. — President 
Carter and Ronald Reagan both 
pledged their strong support for 
Israel on Monday, and both were 
needled by hecklers as they cam- 
paigned on opposite sides of 
America. 

In New York. Carter marched in 
the Columbus Day Parade and vow- 
ed in a speech at a Jewish communi- 
ty centre in Queens, "This president 
will never turn his back on Israel." 
. But a group of orthodox Jews 
nearly drowned out his voice with 
chants of "liar, Liar, liar." and

Unable to re&cb concrete 
solutions to the financing problem, 
or even to agree on basic figures 
upon which to base their dis- 
cussions, the participants decided 
to set up a ten-person committee to 
study the problems.

The committee will be chaired by 
the Treasury’s budget division head 
Y Israel Ark in, and will consist of 
five representatives of the 
Hlstadrut and Kupat Holim and five 
representatives of the Finance and 
Health Ministries. 

During the meeting, Hurvitz 
reiterated that the government will 
not increase its contribution to 
Kupat Hollm’a budget beyond 
I S3 50m., out of a total of IS3.85b. 

In response to Kupat Halim’s 


claim that the government’s con- 
tribution to its budget in previous 
years was about 25 times the 
current percentage, Hurvitz said 
that it was due to the government's 
action that the share of employers' 
contributions had Increased from 
IS620m. to ISl.8 billion. 

Kupat Holim also claimed that its 
current budget is actually IS4.065b., 
with an anticipated deficit of 
ISSOOm. and not IS475rn. as claimed 
by the Treasury. 

It therefore appears that the com- 
mittee will have to reach agree- 
ment on the basic financial data 
before if can determine what the 
government’s share of the sick 
fund's budget should be. 

Hurvitz baa demanded that Kupat 
Holim take several steps to improve 
its financial situation: that the 
salary ceiling for calculating 
Histadrut d ues be raised to the level 


in effect for National Insurance 
payments; that the Hlstadrut raise 
Its internal allocation from 
membership dues for the fund 
above the current 60 per cent level; 
and that fund members pay more 
for prescriptions. 

Kupat Holim denies that these 
steps would reduce Its deficit 
significantly.

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PARIS (AP). - Details. of a 14b.

and train and expanded the Saudi 
Arabian navy were revealed here 
yesterday in the newspaper I* 
Monde. 

After strong Italian competition 
was defeated, on outline agreement 
was reached last May between 
former French defence minister 
Tvon Bourges and his Saudi 
counterpart Prince Sultan, the 
paper said.

The Saudis have already spent 
about 53b. in France on defence, hi 
September, the French won a con- 
tract with Qatar to supply three 
patrol vessels equipped with Exocet 
surface-to-surface missiles. 
Negotiations are continuing with 
Iraq for naval armaments, Le 
Monde said.

There was embarrassment and 
some confusion In Jerusalem 
yesterday following a report from 
Brussels that the European Com- 
munity does not Intend to open an 
office in Israel. 


The report (which appeared In 
yesterday's Jerusalem Post ) came 
in the wake of an announcement on 
Sunday by cabinet secretary Axye 
Naor that the EC would be opening 
ait office In Tel Aviv with a 
* ‘branch" In Jerusalem. Naor spoke 
after the weekly cabinet meeting at 
which it was decided to grant the 
prospective EC representation in 
Israel regular diplomatic status. 

The report, relayed by a news 
agency from Brussels, cited an EC 
spokesman. But yesterday the 
Foreign Ministry and the fsrael 
Embassy In Brussels said they had 
been given no notification by the EC 
that it was reconsidering its inten- 
tion to open an office in Israel. 

Officials in Jerusalem said a for- 
mal agreement with the EC Com- 
mission had been reached earlier In 


the year on the opening of an ECbf- 
flce In Tel Aviv. But alongside that 
formal agreement there had been 
an informal, but nevertheless clear, 
"understanding” that the Tel Aviv 
office would have a "branch office" 
In. Jerusalem, they said. 

The officials said the EC com- 
missioner responsible for relations 
with Israel and other developing 
countries, Claude Chaisson, had 
been Involved In this “understan- 
ding." 

Israel's earlier position had been 
that the EC office must be In 
Jerusalem. The EC, for Its part. In- 
sisted that the office would be in Tel 
Aviv — or there would be no office. 

It was Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir, who took over the ministry 
in April, who recommended that 
Israel climb down from Us position 
-- and he received cabinet backing 
on this. Nevertheless, in 
negotiations In Brussels during the 
summer, the "understanding" was 
reached - according to Israeli of- 
ficials - that there would be a main 
office in Tel Aviv and a branch of- 
fice in Jerusalem. 

On Sunday, therefore, when 


Shamir sought the cabinet's ap- 
proval for the diplomatic status of 
future EC representatives In Israel, 
he told the ministers — in response 
to a question from Prime Minister 
Men ahem Begin — of the arrange- 
ment. 

It was on this basis that the 
cabinet went ahead and unanimous- 
ly approved Shamir’s request for 
diplomatic status. Cabinet 
observers said last night that If 
there was not to be a branch office 
In Jerusalem, there would probably 
be ministers who would argue that 
the cabinet decision awarding 
diplomatic status was Inoperative 
and must be reconsidered. 

It was perhaps this reading that 
prompted the EC spokesman In 
Brussels to tell the news agency 
that the community was not inten- 
ding to open an Israel office after 
all. The EC must be sure of full 
diplomatic status and immunity for 
its staff before It can go ahead and 
open the office here, he Indicated, 

Among those confused by all the 
various contradictory statements 
arc the EC ambassadors in Tel 
Aviv. At their weekly meetingln Tel 


Aviv on Monday all of them denied 
any knowledge of an “understan- 
ding" or other arrangement 
whereby the EC would have a 
“branch office” In Jerusalem. Tbe 
Dutch ambassador (representing 
Luxembourg, the current chair- 
man) was asked to cable Brussels 
for clarification, and the individual 
ambassadors queried their home 
governments. 

Yesterday came the report from 
Brussels that the EC was not going 
ahead with the Tel Aviv office — 
and the envoys here became even 
more perplexed. None of them had 
been informed of any such decision. 
A second spate of cables crossed tbe 
Mediterranean to the various Euro- 
pean capitals. 

Some Israeli observers noted last 
night that the “understanding" by 
which there was to be a aub-offtce In 
Jerusalem was reached before the 
“Jerusalem Law" situation, i.e, 
before the exodus of ail the foreign 
embassies from Jerusalem. The EC 
Commission now might well feel 
even less inclined than before to set 

up a diplomatic representation In 

the capital. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A top-level Hapoel 
committee yesterday recommend- 
ed that Hapoel soccer and basket- 
ball in the top leagues openly go 
professional. The recommendation 
was made by a 16-man committee 
headed by former Education 
Minister Aharon Yadlin after & year 
of studying Hapoel’s policy In these 
two sports: 

'Hie committee believes that apart 
In the top leagues should he con- 
sidered a profession "and the word 
professionalism in sport should not 
be considered pejorative." 

Sportsmen today commonly 
receive payments and benefits of 
various kinds, though they may not 
be called salaries- 

The committee also stressed that 
Hapoel’s foremost task should be to 
encourage mass participation 
sports and amateurism. But com- 
petition and aiming to reach the top 
should be strongly encouraged. 


The members of the committee 
were divided over a proposal to set 
official ceilings to salaries and 
benefits offered to players and 
coaches, hut were unanimous that 
players who received Ugh- wages, 
were not sufficiently devoted to 
their clubs and coaches. 

. The committee also recommend: 
ed that Hapoel teams should be 
"adopted" by major Histadrut con- 
cerns. The committee rejected out- 
right net wage agreements with 
players, a system which is common. 

The committee stated that it was ; 
aware of the dangers of 
professionalism. But pointing to ex- 
aggerated high wages and benefits, 
income tax evasion, unsporting 
behaviour of spectators, it said that 
Hapoel’s setting professional norma 
would Improve this state of affairs. 

It is expected that these 
recommendations will be debated 
soon by the Histadrut, Hapoel’s 
parent body. 


Woman found dead under mattresses 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The body of a 
woman of 60. was found yesterday 
bound with plastic cord beneath a 
pile of mattresses that reached the 
ceiling in the kitchen of her Jaffa 
home. 

Police report that the immediate 
cause of Slmi Peretz’s death is still 
unknown. There were signs of 
violence around her head and her 
mouth was gagged. 

The police were called to the 
house when her husband Meir. a 70- 
year-old pedlar, returned home_ to 
find his wife missing and the con- 
tents of her small flat scattered 
about. A police search of the area 


around' the house first uncovered 
the dead woman’s false teeth: 
Neighbours told police that the 
deceased had told them about chas- 
ing off two young men who were ap- 
parently trying to break into her 
apartment yesterday morning. 
Police surmise that the pair return- 
ed because they feared she had 
identified them, and killed her when 
she tried to defend herself.. _

Accountants rap Hurvitz 
plan to ‘deflate’ reports

TEL AVTV. — Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz’ proposal to post- 
pone for one year the introduction of 
the new system of preparing finan- 
cial statements which “deflates” 
them to give a truer picture in a 
time of inflation, has aroused con- 
siderable criticism among accoun- 
tants. 

One member of the Association of 
Certified Public Accountants told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
“perhaps Hurvitz Is simply in- 
terested in not revealing the true 
facts about many of these com- 
panies one year before elections." 
Some of these companies, which 
appear to be making considerable 
profits, will suddenly see their 
profits dwindle to “very reasonable 
ones." Other companies, Instead of 
making profits as they, do under the 
present system, which Ignores Infla- 
tion, will actually show deficits, the 
accountant said. 

He admitted that some 


Investors, especially in the stock 
market, knew tbe truth and know 
how to read between the lines of 
financial statements. But the ma- 
jority of investors, especially the 
small ones, did not have the 
necessary financial background to 
ferret out the truth. 

The new method, which the ac- 
countants want to Introduce, is the 
fruit of several years of intensive 
work. The method should be in- 
troduced In the balance sheets and 
prfit-and-loss statements appearing 

on January 1, 198I and’ on April 1. 
1981.

Self-examination advised 
to detect breast cancer 
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Ws election was political and that he 
had “idready begun to turn the 
national union Into a political 
body.” 

The chairman of the Haifa stu- 
dent union, Oded Eyal, claimed that 
the right-wing delegations from the 
Hebrew University and Tel Aviv 
University had excluded represen-

Jerusalem Post Be porter 
TEL AVIV. — The best method of 
detecting breast cancer is self- 
examination, and 90 per cent of all 
cases of breast cancer in the U.S. 
come to light through self-detection. 
This was stated by Professor Arthur 
Z. Holleb, senior vice-president for 
medical affairs of the American 
Cancer Society, at yesterday's ses- 
sion of a three-day scientific con- 
ference co-sponsored by the Cancer 
Societies of Israel and the U.S. 

The conference will be open to the 
public today, between 9 and 7 p.m„ 
at the Hilton Hotel here. 

Prof. Holleb said that despite the 
fact that 93 per cent of American 
women knew about self- 
examination, only 27 per cent 
carried it out as prescribed once a 
month. Some 25 per cent knew about 
the method but did not use it, 
perhaps out of fear of finding lumps 
in their breasts, although many 
such lumps were not cancerous. As 
for the cancerous ones, early detec- 
tion Increased both the life-span and 
the quality of life of the patient, he 
said. 

He said that self-detection 
methods could be learned from 
literature or from TV, but he 
preferred that women be taught by 
their doctors since this “inspired 
confidence.” 

(The self-examination method is 
not widely practised in Israel.) 

David Frenkel, legal adviser to 
the Health Ministry, In a paper sub- 
mitted to the conference, stated that 
the patient must now be fully in- 
formed of the alternative methods 
available for treatment, like 


removal of the breast, or removal 
only of the lump plus radiation and 
chemotherapy. Even If the physi- 
cian thought the patient was mak- 
ing the wrong choice, "alternative 
methods of treatment should not be 
denied to a sound-minded, compe- 
tent adult patient.” 

Dr. Cb&ya Moroz, of Beilinson 
Medical Centre, reported the dis- 
covery of a certain element in the 
blood which was found only among 
patients with breast esneer, and 
said this would undoubtedly prove a 
valuable method of pinpointing 
breast cancer early. 

A study submitted by the depart- 
ment of obstetrics and gynecology 
of Hadassah-Hebrew University 
Hospital, showed that the use of 
birth control pills did not increase 
the Incidence of breast cancer. 

Dr. Ruth Steinitz, of the Health 
Ministry, noted that 25 per cent of 
all cancers among Israeli women 
were of the breast, while only 0.02 
per cent among Israeli men. 

Statistics submitted to the con- 
ference showed that Israeli women 
ranked seventh among 40 countries 
surveyed In cases of breast cancer, 
with England being in the first spot. 
As for cancer of the uterus, Israel 
was ranked a low 44 among 46 coun- 
tries surveyed. 

Israel took first place in only one 
case, leukemia among females, 
(Israeli men were in 11th place). 

As for cancer of the lungs, which 
Is generally a direct result of smok- 
ing, Israeli men were ranked 30th 
and Israeli women 13th, although | 
Israeli men had three times as j 
much lung cancer as Israeli women. 


Histadrut raps Negev base conditions

The Histadrut demanded that the 
American company building the 
base — Air Base Constructors — Im- 
prove conditions for the 190 Israelis. 

The American company declined 
.to comment. 
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The bill was referred to the 
Interior Cbmmittee, over the op- 
position of Shinul, Ha dash, and the 
Independent Liberals. 

A second amendment to the Plan- 
ning and Building Law, this one in- 
itiated by Mo she Amar ( Alignment - 
Mapam) also passed its first 
reading.

Belgian ADL protests fascist meeting

When Mayor Sc hrogens refused to 
read the letter aloud, the ADL 
members stormed out of the council 
room. The demonstration was 
carried out without Incident and 
without police intervention.

Labour won’t vote for 
Golan annexation bill 


New at Danish

The Labour party political com- 
mittee decided last nlgbt by 40-1, 
with five abstentione. that its 
Knesset faction would not vote for 
the private members’ bill calling 
for the annexation of the Golan 
Heights tabled by MKs from the 
Likud, the NRP and Tehiya. 

Labour chairman Shimon Peres, 
who convinced the political com- 
mittee to accept this "consensus 
reached between various groups 
within Labour," said that the par- 
ty's settlement committee would 
present Its own proposals on the 
Golan Heights after completing a 
study of the problem. When pressed 
by former labour minister Mbsbe 
Carmel as to whether the Labour 
Knesset faction would abstain on 
the private bill or vote against it, 
Peres replied that the faction would 
have to meet and decide before the 
bill had its first reading. "Speaking 
personally, I believe we should vote 
against, but it is up to the faction to 
decide," Peres said. 

He said that Labour was united on 
the need for Israeli settlement on 
the Golan Heights, and on the prin-' 
ciple that Israel could not be defend- 
ed without the Golan Heights. 
Labour should do more to buttress 


both urban ami rural settlement nn 
the Golan, he said. 

Earlier, Mapam secretary- 
general Victor Shemtov told Peres, 
that the Labour- Mapam alignment 
was committed by Its last election 
platform to "territorial com- 
promise on ail sectors.” Shemtov 
reminded Peres that Labour was 
already on record as opposing any 
law annexing the Golan Heights, 
and he said there was no reason for 
Labour to change its stand now. 

In a discussion on the Im- 
plications of the Xran-Iraq war. 
Peres told the political committee 
that Jordan's support for Iraq did 
not cast any question 'ra&rk on 
Labour's Jordanian option as a solu- 
tion to the West Bank problem. 

< Peres has said several times this 
year that Israel and Jordan should 
co-sponsor any arrangement for the 
future of Judea and Samaria; he 
rejected the government's 
autonomy proposal.) 

Peres told the political committee 
that signs were multiplying lately of 
increased Jordanian involvement In 
the affairs of Judea and Samaria. 
He predicted that closer ties 
between Iraq and Jordan would 
weaken the power of the PLO. 

However, Peres conceded, if J6r- 
dan actually took up arms in the 
Gulf war the situation would be 
much more complicated. 



TV gets viewers to save electricity

Electricity consumption last 
night dropped by close to 10 per cent 
when television viewers responded 
to a request to get out of their 9 eats 
and turn off all lights but one. 

The appeal was broadcast over 
TV's Kolbotek programme, which 
was devoted to ways to save energy. 
When the programme began, at 
8.30, national consumption stood at 


1,610 megawatts. 

. A few minutes after the viewers 
were asked to turn off all but one 
light, consumption dropped by 150 
megawatts. Then they were told to 
turn on only the lights they needed. 
Consumption increased by 40 
megawatts. 

An Electric Corporation expert 
said a net drop of 110 megawatts for 
one hour would cut Israel’s fuel bill 
by LS25.000. 


U.S. Jews may accept drop-out plan

TEL AVTV. — Opposition by the 
Council of Jewish Federations in the 
U.S. to the Naples plan for cutting 
the drop-out rate among Soviet 
Jews Is not final and may soon be 
reversed, it was disclosed yester- 
day. 

CJF president Morton Mandel 
took pains to stress to the Jewish 
Agency Board of Governors that he 
personally favours the plan, a fact 
which has given rise here to hopes 
that the CJF may alter its stand. 

The Naples plan is a compromise 
agreed upon by the Jewish Agency, 


HIAS (Hebrew Immigrant Ala 
Association) and the JDC ■ (Joint 
Distribution Committee). It calls 
for moving the main selection and 
counselling centre for Soviet Jews 
to the Naples area, and for discon- 
tinuing HIAS aid to most Soviet 
Jews who opt for destinations other 
than Israel. 

Nearly all the North American 
speakers at the board meeting 
yesterday supported the com- 
promise. 

Chairman of the Jewish Agency 
board. Max Fisher, also expressed 
the opinion that the CJF decision 
could be amended.

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Algeria faces massive 
quake refugee problem 


\\, ASM AM, Algeria. -Troops had 
shnnt-on-sight orders yesterday to 
halt looting' in the earthquake- 
r.ivugcd city and surrounding area 
as the government struggled to feed 
and house about 200,000 refugees 
and rescuers continued combing 
ruins for living and dead victims. 

Aftershocks also continued into 
the fifth day after the quake, es- 
timated to have killed more than 
20.00Q. 

One tremor Monday night collaps- 
ed about 30 already-damaged 
houses in a village near Al-Asnam. 
Officials said there were no 
casualties, since Inhabitants had 
fied to refugee camps and the 
village was deserted. 

Official sources said the get-tough 
order to armed soldiers patrolling 
Al-Asnam was given to halt looting, 
which broke out sporadically Mon- 
day among destroyed and damaged 
shops. 

The government proclaimed the 
100 -km. diameter circle affected by 
Friday's quakes a "zone of dis- 
tress," putting the army in effective 
control under virtual martial law. 

Rescue crews using bulldozers, 
earth-moving equipment, hand 
tools and their bare hands continued 
to pick theLr way through the rub- 
ble. wearing handkerchiefs over 
their faces because of a growing 
stench from decomposing bodies 
within. 

Officials said 14 survivors ( were 
picked from the ruins of the city's 
central area on Monday. The 
stepped-up rescue effort went on 
through the night under floodlights 
from portable generators as each 
passing hour dimmed survival 
chances of those buried alive. 

A week after the 1954 quake 
which killed 1,600 people in Ai- 
Aanam, survivors were still being 
found alive in the ruins, according 
to a police officer. "With that prece- 
dent In mind, we do not intend to 
give up hope of finding survivors for 
a long time yet," he said. 

The government made an urgent 
col! for International help for hous- 
ing material for 200,000 refugees. It 
said many In the total had homes 
not destroyed in the quake, but 
refused to return to them for fear of 
future shocks. 

Algeria's Red Crescent said a 


total of 60.000 hod been Injured in 
the quake, but gave no breakdown 
how many were considered serious. 
Hospitals outside the quake area 
were filled with casualties 
evacuated by road and air. 

Officials said they pinned down 
the epicenter of the earthquake at 
the village of Sendjas, 30 km. 
northeast of Al-Asnam. Almost 
every house in the village was 
destroyed or badly damaged, and 
rescuers continued searching the 
ruins. 

The quake left a 48-km.-long 
crevice In the D&bra Hills north of 
Al-Asnam. The crevice Is more than 
five metres wide in places. 

It cut many country roads leading 
north into the Dahra Kills between 
Al-Asnam and the Mediterranean, 
and added to the communications 
problems in the stricken area.

BELLUNO, Italy (UPI). — A sharp 
earth tremor spread panic through 
a wide region of northeastern Italy 
yesterday and thousands of citizens 
fled form their homes into the city 
piazzas and surrounding fields, 
police reported. 

Police said there were no im- 
mediate reports of casualties or 
damage to buildings. 

Experts said the epicentre of the 
brief tremor appeared to be in the 
Alpine foothills 60 km. north of 
Venice. But the shock set lamps 
swinging in houses as far away as 
Verona and Treviso. 


U.S. Navy ships 
visit Alexandria 


CAIRO (AP). — Three U.S. Navy 
ships of the Sixth Fleet — an air- 
craft carrier, a guided missile, 
destroyer, and a fleet supply ship — 
arrived In Alexandria yesterday far 
a four-day routine visit 
The John F. Kennedy aircraft 1 
carrier, the USS Ooontz destroyer, 
and the USS San Diego, carrying a 
total of 6,300 officers and enlisted 
personnel, arrived in Alexandria 
after completing naval exercises in 
the eastern Mediterranean.

ANKARA. — Sharpshooters storm- 
ed a hijacked Turkish airliner in 
southeast Turkey before dawn 
yesterday, freed- more than UD0 
hostages, and captured the five 
Turkish hijackers — wounding all of 
them. 

The rescue operation began at 
5.25 a.m. local time, lasted only one 
minute, and was carried out after 
Dlyarbak ; r Airport floodlights 
suddenly were beamed on the plane. 

The plane had been on the ground 
at tbe airport for more than nine 
hours when -the team of 
sharpshooters used a cutting torch 
to open the plane's rear door. The 
five hijackers, an escaped con- 
victed terrorist and a student, were 
all wounded in an exchange of gun- 
fire, Anatolia said. 

The news agency said the rescue 
mission was the second attempt, the 
first having failed at about 2 a.m. 
local time. An undetermined 
number of passengers were 
reportedly slightly Injured during 
the rescue operation. 

The Turkish state radio described 
the hijackers as Turks posing as 
Iranians and said they were being 
sought in Turkey for "political and 
anarchic crimes." 

The Hurriyet News Agency said 
they hid their weapons in carved- 
out copies of the Koran. Turkish 
reporters said two were former 
journalists who had worked for 1 


right-wing Moslem-oriented 
newspapers. 

The gunmen, who apparently 
boarded the aircraft at Istanbul, an- 
nounced that it was "under the con- 
trol of Moslem religious law", and 
forced women passengers to cover 
their heads Islamic style. Some had 
to use seat covers. 

The pilot refused their request to 
fly them to Teheran, because he 
was running short of fuel. Airline of- 
ficials said the hijackers then 
demanded to be flown to the Saudi 
Arabian city of Jedda. 

Turkey's military rulers rejected 
their demands for the plane to be 
refuelled and for water for 
themselves and the hostages. 

An official statement said a fifth 
Turk, a photographer working for 
the international Paris-based pic- 
ture agency SIPA, was also 
arrested on board the aircraft. 

It said the man, Coskun Aral, had 
helped the hijackers and had also 
been wanted in connection with 
earlier offences. 


At least one of the four hijackers 
was known to have had links with 
two political parties banned by the 
military authorities who seized 
power a month ago — the ultra 
right-wing Nationalist Movement 
Party and the Moslem Fundamen- 
talist National Salvation Party.

Poles in new union-government clash 



WARSAW (Reuter). — Poland’s in- 
dependent trade union movement 
announced yesterday that It was 
suspending a regular column in a 
local Gdansk newspaper in protest 
against what it called provocative 
censorship. 

The Gdansk-based Solidarity 
Union said in a statement that cen- 
sors Monday deleted four sections 
of the column in the newspaper 
Dzienniek Baltycki. 

"As a result of the provocative 
demands of the Gdansk cen- 
sors. ..we have been forced to sus- 
pend publication of the column until 
such a time that the censors change 


their position," the statement said. 

Solidarity, which mushroomed 
from a small strike committee In 
. '.Gdansk into a nationwide .move- 
ment with four million members, 
has frequently complained that It is 
being muzzled In the official media. 

The authorities gave it a column 
In the Baltic daily in response to this 
charge and stepped up coverage ol 
the union's activities in the national 
■ press. 

Solidarity, which is the Soviet 
bloc's first experiment In free trade 
unionism, has still to be registered 
legally in the Warsaw courts. 


European security talks ‘stymied’

MADRID (UPI). — A Western 
spokesman declared far the first 
time yesterday that preparatory 
talks for next month's European 
security conference, now in their 
sixth week, were deadlocked 
because of the Soviet Union's in- 
transigence. 

Tbe spokesman accused the 
Soviet Union of seeking to limit the 
conference to a "nebulous exchange 
of views," allowing only two and a 
half days for debate on human 


rights and Afghanistan. 

"The whole thing Is ridiculous,” 
he said. 

The diplomat blamed the Impasse 
entirely on the Soviet refusal to 
budge from a position which, he 
said, was opposed by all 28 nations 
outside the Soviet bloc. Within the 
Soviet bloc Rumania also was 
reported at odds with the Kremlin. 

The Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe is scheduled 
to open on November 11 in Madrid.

Each of this year’s prizes was 
worth 800,000 crowns (¥212,000). 

The Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences said that the discoveries 
by Prof. Cronin, 49, of the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, and Prof . Fitch, 57, of 
Princeton University concerned 
three related symmetry principles 
in nuclear particles that were im- 
portant to the fundamental laws of 
nature. 

Symmetry is described as the 
property — characteristic of the 
elements of certain mathematical, 
atomic, molecular or nuclear 
systems — of being mutually 
related by one or more of a specified 
set of operations. 

The discoveries farm a continue- . 
tion of research on the “big bang" 
theory related to the creation of 
time and space. 

One of the three symmetry prin- 
ciples says that the laws of nature 
are exactly alike for both anti- 
matter and ordinary matter, the 
two opposing but mirror-like cor- 
nerstones of life.

The elder Kim was re-elected 
president of North Korea and 
general secretary of the Communist 
Party, the official (North) Korean 
Central News Agency said.

Klm Chong H was listed fourth 
among the five key ruling officials 
of the party. He was also promoted 
to three senior political and ad- 
ministrative posts, including that of 
senior secretary of the Communist 
Party which diplomats here said 
made him the second most powerful 
man in the land after the elder Kim;

of in large institutions. 

“WIZO was considered crazy 
when the centre was built here 
orange groves where foxes 
roamed," said Ruth Isaacson. 
chair man of the board of World 
WIZO. “Over the years, we’ve 
accepted the most difficult cases — 
■babies born to prostitutes, drug ad- 
dicts and others unable to provide a . 
decent family life, children whose 
. parents refused to surrender them 
for adoption but couldn't or 
wouldn't care tor them themselves. 

- “What hurts me now is that some 
people are presenting our decision 
to close the centre as if we were 
throwing children out on the street. 
Every child will be placed ap- 
propriately and those who can't go 
home, be placed in foster homes or 
be adopted wlQ find their place in a 
small, family-style home we intend 
to buy or build somewhere in the 
Sharon." 

OVER THE LAST few years, ex- 
perts In education, psychology and 
child welfare have become critical 
of large, hospital-like institutions 
such as the WIZO Baby Home in 
Jerusalem and the Tel Aviv centre. 

The baby home was closed recent- 
ly after the Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Ministry decided on more ap- 
propriate placements for all the 
children. “Today the baby home is 
bustling from morning to night, ser- 
ving people from the age of eight 
months to 82 years," said Mrs. 
Isaacson. 

Rita Gut, chairman of Wlxo'a 
Child Care Department, didn’t 
accept the statement that the delay 
in dosing the centre, despite the ad- 
vice of the anti-institution experts, 
was largely due to the unwillingness

“It's not true that they don!t know 
what & bus la and have never been 
anywhere," she said. “We have 
volunteers who take them to the 
beach, tp the movies, for bus rides 
and to other places," she said. 

She agreed, however, that a small 
house in a residential area, where 
the children could play with age 
mates in the community, would be 
preferable. The new family-style 
home which WIZO plans to open will 
also be maintained by the South 
African Federation, though at the 
moment the immediate problem Is 
to And donors who will put up the 
large sums (the amount of which is 
still unknown) to build or buy the 
house. 

OF COURSE, the several dozen 
workers at the centre — nurses, 
attendants and housekeeping staff 
— are concerned about their 
futures. 

“1 want to try to separate the 
professional concerns from the per- 
sonal ones," said Geula, a nurse at 
the centre. "Professionally, I think 
that some of the families we deal 
with will be too difficult for foster 
parents or other non-inatitutional 
settings to handle. As institution 
staff, we have backing and power..., 

/ “Personally ! m any of us are con- 
cerned about where we will find 
work at our ages, after 20 or 80 
years of service to WIZO. Some of 
the workers have skills that are not 
transferrahle to hospitals or day 
nurseries. Others are getting to the 
age where sickness Is more com- 
mon and they're afraid that If they 
start a new job, without a cushion of 
accumulated sick leave, they'll get 
sick and be left without money. 


Aside from all that, we feel as If our 
own homes are being closed down.' 

At the same time, she said, the 
demoralization among staff did not 
affect their dedication to the 
children: “One worker got fired on 
Yom Klppur eve but still came to 
work on the holiday, even though 
she had to walk here ah the way 
from Ram at Gan. Someone else, 
working In another setting, would' 
have said they didn’t care any 
more, but when you know that 70 
children from birth to six are depen- 
dent on you, everything else is 
secondary." 

THE INSTITUTION, which has a 
capacity of 140 children and 
Borne times housed as many as ISO, 
is now down to 70. Though 
December is the target date for 
closing, the centre will remain open 
until an appropriate placement is 
arranged for every child. 

What will happen to the building 
after all the children have left? For 
several years, WIZO has been talk- 
ing about opening a home for older 
WIZO members, from Israel and 
abroad, who are without families 
and no longer able to live on their 
own. The possibility of renovating 
the centre for this purpose is being 
seriously considered. 

Some thought has also been given 
to having activities for children, 
such as day nurseries and youth 
clubs, In the building along with the 
home for older members. Aside 
from using space efficiently and 
providing needed services, such an 
arrangement would have the added 
benefit of giving deprived children 
access to “grandmother figures’* 
while giving the older women an op- 
portunity to be useful and busy. 

WHILE PLANNING the closing of 
the centre. WIZO. despite limited 
financial resources In these hard 
times, Is working to maintain and 
expand Its other services, par- 
ticularly day nurseries, youth clubs 
and women's clubs. 

“We had asked Finance Minister 
.Ylgael Hurvltz to approve a grant 
which the former minister, Slmha 
Ehrlich, had promised us," Mrs. 
Isaacson said, ‘‘and when he 
wouldn’t, we naively assumed there 
was no money.

broadcasts. She sold the idea to her 
husband, Gregory Zlotnik. who 
spread the word through their ac- 
quaintances. They soon had a list of 
22 families who were willing to 
make the move. 

There are 16 families now at Tal 
El and another 15 waiting to be ad- 
mitted, says Zlotnik. "Unfortunate- 
ly we can’t accept them yet, 
because there are no further houses 
available." The initial group spent 
a year preparing for the move and 
actively participated in the 
settlement's planning. Tal El was 
officially established last 
February, and the experience has 
left the settlers full of praise for the 
Jewish Agency Settlement Depart- 
ment. 

“They were cooperative and un- 
derstanding. There was always 
someone to talk to who could 
provide us with answers. True, they 
often were not the ones we wished 
to hear but at least we were not left 
in the lurch," Zlotnik says. Aliya 
Department people are different, 
he notes — "often scornful, incon- 
siderate and without patience. They 
would rather send us to somebody 
else in another room than spend 
another minute or two finding the 
answers we needed." 

. The Settlement Department 
. made the group feel like “pioneers 
and idealists," be says, while to the 
aiiya people, they were “trouble- 


makers." One keeps thinking, he 
says, why can't clerks in one 
department be more like those in 
the other? 

The Tal El settlers work In the 
fields of medicine, architecture, 
electronics and engineering among 
others and count five Ph.D.s among 
their number. Their employers In 
Haifa Include the Technion, the 
Military Industries, the Defence 
Ministry. Haifa Refineries and 
Kup&t Hollm. 

THE SETTLEMENT has a 
kindergarten with eight children 
and a nursery school. The other 17 
children are bused to nearby 
schools by the Western Galilee 
Regional Council bus. Doubts about 
leaving the children “in the middle 
of nowhere" soon gave way to a 
feeling of closeness in the group and 
that for the children it was a 
healthy experience, says Shelly 
Rojanakaya.

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Japan battles inflation down 


Mamilla buildings to reach 6 storeys .^nts 


TOKYO i Reuter) . - Japan appears 
to be winning Its fight against Infla- 
tion and ita exports continue to rise, 
according to figures published 
yesterday. 

The Rank of Japan said the 
wholesale price index aided by a 
stronger yen fell 0.3 per cent in 
September, after a 0.7 per cent rise 
in August. 

It was the sharpest monthly fall 
since a 0.6 per cent drop in October 
1978 and brought the rate of in- 
crease in the 12 months till 
September to 15.5 per cent, com- 
pared with 24 per cent in the year 
ending in April. 

Inflation measured by consumer 
prices fa running at about 8 per cent 
a year. 

The international trade and In- 
dustry ministry said yesterday that 


exports jumped to 312.29b. in 
September, compared to 310.83 b. in 
August and 59.16b. In September 
1979. 

Expansion in Japan slowed 
because of stagnant .consumer de- 
mand. Industrial production and In- 
ventories have been levelling off 
despite a continued Increase in 
capital spending and exports. 

Consumer price rises were slow- 
ing but were still substantially 
higher than a year ago. when lzifla- i 
tlon ran at about 5 per cent, the 1 
Agoncy for Economic Planning 
said. . 

TTie agency said the recession in 
the U.S., one of Japan’s major 
markets, was bottoming out, but 
business conditions in West Europe 
were deteriorating because of high 
inflation rates. 
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Mexico won’t pump more oil, official says 


TOKYO tAP). — A top Mexican oil 
official said here Monday that his 
country will not boost oil production 
beyond the present 2.5 m. barrels a 
day ceiling to help make up for 
crude oil supplies cut off by the 
Iraq-Iran war. 

Jorge Diaz Serrano, director- 
general of the state-run PEMEX — 
Petroleos Mexican os — also said 
Mexico cannot meet Japan's re- 
quests for a sharply Increased 
share of Mexico's oil exports. Diaz 
is here for the 12th Japan-Mexlco 
Business Committee Conference 
which opened yesterday. 

The Japanese have asked Mexico 


to boost daily exports to Japan from 
the present level of 100,000 barrels a 
day to 300,000 barrels In 1982. Diaz 
said a limited increase In supplies 
to Japan was possible next year, 
but added that much depends on the 
extent of Japan’s economic 
cooperation with Mexico. 

"We are not making any deals 
with Japan to exchange oil for 
technological assistance,” a Mex- 
ican official explained later. “But 
obviously when we do Increase oil 
production in the future, we will 
have more empathy for those 
nations which have helped in our 
development projects," he said. i

Post Economic Reporter 
Israel's foreign exchange 
reserves dropped by $78m. in 
September, a sharp decline relative 
to normal monthly fluctuations. 

According to figures -released by 
the Bank of Israel, the country’s 
foreign exchange reserves now 
stand at $2.882b. a after approaching 
83b. in the last few months. Current 
reserves are still higher by $292m. 
than leveto at the start of 1980. 


Hie Bank of Israel attributes the 
decline to an increase in imports 
relative to exports in recent 
months. Also responsible are shifts 
in government expenditures, which 
appear to be related to the (J.S. aid 
received for the construction of the 
new Negev airbases and for the 
Sinai withdrawal. 

The dollars received by the 
government for these purposes are 
now being spent. 


The Americans can do it too — 
new share issue doubles in price 


TEL AVIV. — American visitors to 
Israel have often wondered at the 
volatile movements of share prices 
on the Tel Aviv Stock Exhchange. 

In the past two weeks this was es- 
pecially true, as the Maritime Bank 
and HLB Real Estate new financing 
Issues came out at premiums of 100 
per cent or more over their Issue 
price. 

Now American. Investors have 
created their own "quick riches" 
formula. Yesterday the new 
Genentech Inc. stock issue was 


traded for the first time on the 
American over-the-counter market. 
The issue price for the Genentech 
shares was $35 a share, but when 
trading began they were priced 
over $80 a share, reflecting a gain of 
about 130 per cent. 

The reason for ail the excitement 
was that Genentech Is involved in 
the field of genetic engineering, a 
branch of biology that aims at 
creating new micro-organisms 
which are engineered to perform 
specialized tasks. 


Mercedes opens Moscow office 


MOSCOW (AP). - Mercedes-Benz 
launched a low-key sales drive 
yesterday in the Soviet Union by 
opening its first automotive agency 
In Moscow. 

Heins Hoppe, chief of worldwide 
■ales for the West German 
automaker, said the new office was 
the latest step in a cautious strategy 
to boost car and truck sales on the 
Soviet market. 

Opened after several years of 


negotiations, the agency is located 5 
km. from downtown Moscow on a 
quiet residential street, near 
Moscow University. It is housed in a 
brick apartment block with a com- 
pany sign at tiie door and lacks even 
a showroom.

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New approach to autonomy 


ISRAEL’S new — and officially still undisclosed — proposals on 
autonomy for the Arab inhabitants of the West Bank and Gaza 
are reported to have caused something 1 of a stir in Washington 
Made in the form of comments on the recent U.S. “memoran- 
dum of understanding." and apparently leaked deliberately by 
American sources, they were found by them to be surprisingly 
“flexible," especially in comparison with the unwaveringly 
tough stand taken by Egypt in its own remarks. 

It now appears that Israel is willing to grant the suggested 
self-governing authority the right not only to issue ad 
ministrative regulations, but to amend existing laws. The 
difference between amendment and innovation is often only a 
matter of definition. Israel Is also reported to be ready to share 
with the authority control over internal security, public lands 
and water resources. 

These concessions, if proved correct, would bring Israel much 
closer to America’s version of an autonomy. Whether they will 
suffice to secure Egypt’s, let alone the Palestinians', coopera 
tlon is another matter. Egypt has in any case already served 
notice that it is not interested in reaching any substantive agree 
ment before the tripartite summit is held sometime after the 
American elections in November. 

The gap between Israel and Egypt, and between both of them 
and the U.S., remains wide enough to prevent any agreement 
Thus while Egypt still insists that the legislative powers of the 
autonomy's (administrative) council should only be limited by 
the autonomy accord (and, as is now reported, should not in 
elude the right to proclaim Independence or to behave as an in 
dependent state), Israel wants the military governor (who is to 
be "withdrawn" under the terms of Camp David) to be the final 
arbiter of the council’s jurisdiction. If a dispute arises. 

On the issue of the use of public lands in the West Bank, Israel 
is said to have called for a mutual veto arrangement with the 
council, while conceding the council’s right to formal 
ownership. 

This may be viewed by Egypt, and even more so by the 
Palestinians, as an attempt to draw the self-governing authority 
Into permanent collaboration with Israel, without affecting the 
settlement programme whose future land needs are already be- 
ing provided for through expropriations and purchases. In 
Israel, on the other hand, this is apt to be viewed in some 
quarters as evidence of an intention to keep new settlement ac- 
tivity during the “transition period" down to a minimum. 

Whatever reservations Washington and Cairo will still have 
over Jerusalem's new proposals, they certainly make possible a 
new, more realistic approach by all sides on the issue of Palest! 
nlan autonomy. 


Pressure on Kupat Holim 


YESTERDAY'S meeting between Finance Minister YigaelHur 
vitz, Histadrut Secretary-General Yeroham MeBhel and Kupat 
Holim director Prof. Haim Doron produced no Immediate solu 
tion to the dispute that has paralysed Kupat Holim’s hospital 
services for a week, and is now about to result in a shut-down of 
the out-patient clinics as well. 

The dispute, involving sanctions by the doctors, is expanding, 
and the struggle is carried on on the backs of the patients. This 
makes the dispute — and the doctors — rather unpopular, as the 
Treasury must be well aware. 

Upon his return from abroad last week, Mr. Hurvitz repeated, 
in relation to Kupat Holim, his oft-stated maxim that all goods 
and services must be paid for at cost. The government, he said, 
is not an insurance company: it is under no obligation to cover 
the deficits of enterprises and organizations that cannot pay 
their own way. 

In reality, the principle of “payment at cost" is applied very 
selectively, and as a rule regressively. Mr. Hurvitz's demands 
of Kupat Holim are a prime example of that. 

Mr. Hurvitz, who now contributes no more than slightly over 
six per cent of Kupat Holim's IS4b. budget — and pays in 
hospital services, not cash — wants the sick fund to raise the 
salary celling on membership dues from its present level of IS4,- 
500 a month. Although he declares that politics have nothing to 
do with this demand, he must certainly be aware that higher 
membership fees will make many of the higher-earning 
members leave Kupat Holim. 

The financial loss will be far out of proportion to the loss of 
membership, because the upper income groups pay much more 
than their share of the sick fund’s revenues. This would badly 
cripple Kupat Holim. 

Until the finance minister can come forward with a 
programme that would show how medical services are to be 
supplied to the poor and the destitute, to development towns and 
to slum areas, his simplistic demands mean that these 
segments of the population will be abandoned. The 
government’s own medical services are no substitute for Kupat 
Holim, and the private sick funds are not likely to go to Netivot 
and Or Yehuda, to Ofakim and Beit She'an. 

Mr. Hurvitz also wants Kupat Holim to charge for clinic con- 
sultations. He has apparently never been told by his advisers 
that poverty, large families, and sickness go together. What his 
demands mean, therefore, is that the poor, who have more 
children, who are often more in need of medical aid, as well as 
the aged and infirm, will have to pay fees for services — in addi- 
tion to their membership fees. 

The same is true, though to a lesser extent, of his third de- 
mand — that Kupat Holim should charge more for prescrip- 
tions. Like many of his other policies, the thrust of Mr. Hurvitz's 
adamant stand is to make the poor pay more. 

Th e Treasury is not pressuring Kupat Holim only because it is 
short of cash. It uses the weapon of stringency to force the sick 
fund into more efficiency measures, and as a club to push 
through the promised national health insurance bill sometime 
before the elections. 

There Is no doubt that Kupat Holim can and should be made 
more efficient. But that is true of every organization and institu- 
tion in Israel, including Mr. Hurvitz's own tax administration, 
for which he wants Kupat Holim to become one more substitute.

MEIR M35RHAV challenges World Sephardi leader 
Nessim Gaon to cite a single publication that has 
related Aharon Abuhatzeira’s origin to the 
allegations against him. 


THE EXPOSURE in the last few 
days of the institutional corruption 
in the Interior Ministry may have 
taken some of the fervour out of 
Nessim Gaon’a hardly veiled ac- 
cusation (The Jerusalem Post, Oc- 
tober 9) that the media and, by in- 
ference, also certain police officers, 
are motivated by ethnic prejudice 
In their treatment of the 
Abuhatzeira affair. It ao happens 
that the Interior Ministry Is headed 
by Ashkenazim. 

Mr. Gaon (president of the World 
Sephardi Federation) states as a 
fact that there has been a 
"character assassination" of 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira. He also claims as a 
fact that there has been "a 
systematic attack on Sephardi 
leadership by the news media.’’ 
These two alleged facts have raised 
In his mind some sensitive questions 
regarding our values and conduct 
as Jews. But these are not facts. 
They are, rather, groundless 
allegations plucked out of thin air. 

I believe I follow the news media 
in Israel more closely than does Mr. 
Gaon. With very isolated exceptions 
— which are well-nigh unavoidable 
when, for the first time in the 
history of our state a cabinet 
minister Is Interrogated by the 
police on suspicion of serious 
felonies — the reports of the media 
have been factual and impartial. As 
a rule, they have bent over 
backwards to avoid prejudging Mr. 
Abuhatzeira. and they have given 
him and his spokesmen as much 
space as they wanted. 

Perhaps Mr. Gaon believes that 
the very publication of the fact that 
a public figure is under police in- 
vestigatlon is wrong and 
assassinates his character. Surely 
he will concede that the publication 
of such an event, and the reporting 


of the nature of the suspicions, are 
in the public interest and — - if sup- 
pressed — may lead to the political- 
ly motivated quashing of such an in- 
vestigation, even in the most 
perfect of democracies? 


minister, who has nothing to do with 
the Investigation, and from Interior 
Minister Yosef Barg, who has wise- 
ly and properly kept out of it — 
“what was happening to a member 
of the World Sephardi Federation." 


THE CHARGE of character 
assassination that Mr. Gaon hurls 
at the media is, to- say the least, bas- 
ed on an unjustified misperception. 
His charge that, there has been “a 
systematic attack on Sephardi 
leadership" is absolutely false. 

I challenge Mr. Gaon to cite a 
single publication in any of the 
media that can be interpreted as 
having related Mr. Abub&tzeira's 
origin to the allegations against 
him. I also challenge him to sup- 
port, chapter and verse, his claim 
that there has been any reference to 
Sephardi leadership in general or in 
particular In this context. 

On the contrary, If anyone has In- 
jected the ethnic Issue Into the af- 
fair, it has been some of the people 
close to Mr. Abuhatzeira. Some of 
these have obviously acted out of 
self-interest because they are under 
suspicion of being involved in the af- 
fair. 

With all due respect, Mr. Gaon 
himself must bear part of the blame 
for this raising of the ethnic dis- 
crimination spectre. By lending his 
support to the cry of ethnic dis- 
crimination by some who are direct- 
ly interested parties and others who 
are either misguided or seek to ex- 
ploit the affair for their own 
political purposes, Mr. Gaon has 
strengthened the confusion between 
persecution and prosecution. 

Mr. Gaon’s dedication to Israel 
might have Inspired a little more 
confidence In the country's judicial 
system and process, and kept him 
from rushing to Israel in order to 
“find out" — from the prime 


A MAN OF Mr. Gaon’a astuteness 
should have known that if Israel’s 
media are. as he charges, guilty of 
character assassination, then no 
appeal to Mr. Begin or Mr. Burg 
will help. Happily, our press is free, 
for better or worse, and neither 
Israeli cabinet ministers nor Jewish 
leaders from afar — be they Sephar- 
di, Ashkenazi, Falasha, Kurdish, 
Russian, Anglo-Saxon or any others 
— are likely to change that. 

Mr. Gaon proceeds to make a 
statement that deserves to be 
quoted In full : "Here is one of 
Moroccan Jewry’s proudest sons 
reaching towards the pinnacle of 
public recognition In Israel, and he 
is attacked, without any show of the 
respect due to* someone of such 
stature when suspected of wrong- 
doing..." 

This comes after .Mr. Gaon 
himself, somewhat self- 
contradictorily, says that he does 
not suggest that Abuhatzeira was 
being accused because he is a 
Sephardi Jew. It would be helpful if 
Mr. Gaon would inform the public 
why Mr. Abuhatzeira Is due any 
special respect: is it because he la 
“one of Moroccan Jewry’s proudest 
sons," or because he "la reaching 
towards the pinnacle of public 
recognition" or is there any special 
respect due to those who are 
suspected of wrong-doing? 

True, Mr. Abuhatzeira bears an 
illustrious name. That has un- 
doubtedly helped him to reach more 
easily towards the pinnacle of 
public recognition. But ours is not a 
feudal regime. Ancestry confers no 
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privileges, and the high office of a 
cabinet minister Inevitably makes 
the public view Its holder by 
stricter, not more lenient, stan- 
dards. 


MR. GAON justifies his in- 
terference in Israel’s judicial 
process — and it Is that, regardless 
of his declared Intentions. — by 
reference to the sole he was asked to 
play in mediating the dispute with 
the Ohalim squatters last June. 

Indeed, Mr. Begin should never 
have invited any outsider, however 
well-meaning and closely identified 
with Israel, to mediate .betweenthe 
government and any group' of 
Israeli citizens.

“CATCH 22” RUSSIAN STYLE 

To the Editor oj The Jerusalem Post 


RAPE CRISIS CENTRE 


Sir, — Last night, a young woman 
came to our apartment in the Ab- 
sorption Centre, seeking my help in 
solving a most cruel example of 
Russia's inhumanity towards those 
Jews seeking to emigrate. 

Katryn and Yevgeny Keseiraan, 
of Lvov, had dreamed of coming to 
Israel for as long as they could 
remember. Katryn's brother came 
to Israel seven yean ago, and her 
parents received their exit permit 
almost two years ago and now live 
in Netanya. Yevgeny's parents, liv- 
ing In another city, were totally op- 
posed to his wishes. So much so that 
they refused to sign the necessary 
documents giving him permission 
to leave. Without such permission. 
Yevgeny, although 27 years old, 
could not even apply for an exit per- 
mit. That was “Catch 22," Russian 
style, stage 1 . 

In a desperate gamble which few 
of us would have the courage to 
emulate, tiie young couple decided 
that Katryn, with their four-year- 
old daughter, should apply on her 
own for an exit permit to Join her 
family in Israel. They figured that 
thus, with bis family already in 
Israel, he too would get permission 
to eventually join them. There was 
only one catch — in order for her to 
be able to leave ber husband behind, 
she had to first divorce him. “Catch 
22," stage 2 . 

They went through the divorce, 
and she subsequently received her 
exit visa and came to Ra’anana a 
year and a half ago. A few months 
after Katryn left, Yevgeny’s

He applied for the 
exit permit and was turned down, 
with no explanation. This meant a 
wait of at least six months before he 
could even apply again. In the 
meantime, of course, he was im- 
mediately fired from his Job as elec- 
trical engineer and lived on the 
money Katryn was able to send 
him, from her earnings as a nurse. 

Yesterday, Katryn received a 
telegram from her husband, telling 
her that his second application had 
been turned down. The reason? 
Since he was divorced, he no longer 
had a wife to join in Israel! “Catch 
22." stage 3. 

In answer to his plea that he be 
allowed to join his little daughter, 
he was told that, since she was only 
six years old, she could not support 
him and therefore was not eligible 
to supply the necessary affidavits. 
“Catch 22,” stage 4. 

Katryn Keselman has no idea of 
who to turn to. Letters of support 
and encouragement will, Z am sure, 
be welcome, both by Katryn, c/o 
Merkaz Klita, Ra’anana, Apt. 423, 
and by her husband, at the following 
address: Keselman, Yevgeny, 
U.S.S.R.. Lvov, Str. Furmanova 
9/10. 

But most Important of all Is the 
task of actually helping get 
Yevgeny out of Russia and home to 
Israel..

FEW NOW recall that the Carter 
Administration responded im- 
mediately to Sadat's grand gesture 
by railing againet the heresy of 
“separate peace." Three weeks 
after Sadat's first Jerusalem visit, 
the U.S. secretary of state flew to 
Egypt on a mission that gave rise to 
the following New York Times 
headline: "Vance Gets Pledge from 
Sadat to Bar a Separate Peace." 

The September 1978 Camp David 
meetings represented & change 
merely In administration tactics, 
not strategy. To this day, ad- 
ministration officials insist that 
Egyptlan-Israeli peace has value 
only as a step towards a "com- 
prehensive Settlement.'" 

If Sadat, as one often reads, has 
fallen victim to his own miscalcula- 
tion. his error was not in regard to 
Israel's response to his Jerusalem 
visit (Be gin' 8 total accommodation 
of Egyptian desires for the Sinai ex- 
ceeded expectations) or the 
response of the Arab world (strident 
hostility was anticipated). 

If Sadat erred. It was In thinking 
that Washington would side with the 
Egyptian and Israeli peacemakers 
against the Arab rejecttonlsts. 

Those rejectionists do not object 
to Sadat's recovery of the Sinai; 
they object to his having given 
something to Israel for it They 
argue that the Sinai would have 
been his without a treaty If he had 
stuck to hla demand that 
Waahlngton "deliver" it from 
Israel. 

Sadat, at first, was unfazed by
